Judge Krentzman 
was at lunch at the time. Unknown caller inquired, "Is 
Judge Krentzman still alive?" Secretary replied he was, 
and caller stated "I heard he died this morning," In answer 
to a question by the secretary, unknown caller stated, "We 
heard he was going to get a hit." Caller hung up and ho 
further conversation ensued. According to secretary, caller 
sounded as though he were a white male with no noticeable 
accent, 

Ju(^e Krentzman was immediately located and 
advised of the call, as well as the Ui Si Marshal's Office, 
Federal Protective Police in the Ui S. Courthouse, and 
Special Agent James Williams of the Secret Service Office 
in Tampa.
